Georgia, I need scarcely mention, 


is the famed land of beauty, and the 
men we had.with us in the train, or 
saw here or there in town or coun- 
try, do not certainly belie their rep- 
utation, for they are mostly tall and 
well made and have the chiseled 
high brow, the thin aquiline nose, 
the goddess mouth, peculiar to the 
Caucasian type. They all, high 
and low, affect the Orient garb— 
wear long, dark, almost trailing 
garments, round fur caps, or white 
cloths, turban-fashioned, but cum- 
brously if not fantastically, if not 
picturesquely, falling in folds and 
flaps to their shoulders; and all are 
girt with a silver belt on which 
hang a ponderous cimeter and a 
long yataghan. The 
practice of 


bearing arms is as universal among 
these Christians as among their 
most savage Mussulman fellow-sub- 
jects, though there is nothing war- 
like, .or even very manly, in the 
look or bearing of these backbone- 
less Georgians, who cannot forget 
how little their weapons availed 
theni against Persians and Turks, 
from whose inroads they could find 
no other escape than in an ignoble 
surrender of their national existence, 
no refuge from the Turk except in 
the arms of the Russ. Of the beau- 
ty of the Georgian women no very 
striking specimens came anywhere 
in our way. Here, as everywhere 
else in Russia, females of all ranks 
have their cigarette cases in their 
pockets; but here for the first time 
I was applied to by a lady—a de-

—for "a light." Would the dear 
old soul have been surprised had I 
told her that she was in anon-smok- 
ng carriage, and that some of the 
trongersex might object to tobacco 
moke?

one Sunday school, not one church, not 
one minister. I preached in the village 
of Haley in a tent. The town is six 
months old. The people sat on a bed 
to hear me. There was a faro bank in 
operation next door. The rattling of 
dioe and the shaming of cards were 
plainly heard. The songs of the bal- 
lad singers, and the music of the banda 
went on aa I preached. In tho after- 
noon I preached at another town, and 
two faro banks were open close at 
hand, and two or three others were do- 
ing business a little further off. 


"You would be surprised at the ele- 


gance of these gambling saloons," said 
the minister; "they' are fitted in black 
walnut, are warmed and well lighted, 
and are in all respects the most com- 
fortable and attractive places to the 
young men of those mining regions at 
present. 
They invanably contain a 


liquor bar. 
Very oltcn a young man 


brings $500 of his earnings into town 
on Saturday night and loses it all before 
Sunday morning in these haunts of 
vice. The devil holds sway so thor- 
oughly in the country 1 speak ot, that 
there is no worse state of affairs in the 
heart of Central Agrica. 
It seems to 


me, sometimes, that the effect of the 
education and civilization ^ these men 
have received in the cast, enables them 
to practice a refinement of vice such as 
is unknown in Africa. 


"Between Ogden, in the northern part 


of Utah, and Reno," the minister con- 
tinned, "there arc sixty seven railroad 
stations, and among them all there is 
not a minister, a missionary or a church 
organization. All that is there, allied 
to these are two feeble Sunday schools. 
Altogether, in the part of the country 1 
refer to, a tract of land eleven times 
larger than New Knglaud, and seven 
and a half tiinos as large as the middle 
Btates—there is but one minister to 
every 2,500 inhabitants, and but one to 


' every four thousand square miles. If 


you wish to get a correct idea of thia 
religious desjlation, imagine 2,50,0 peo- 
ple scattered over the surfac 3 of Con- 
necticut, and ttien put one minister 
over them to minister to their spiritual 
wants. This is the picture presented 
in sis territories and one state, Nevada.

pressive manner to argue his point, 
when Guiteau broke in again, "I'm not 
a criminal, and I won't be till convicted. 
I won't have that word. You just hold 
your eloquence till you get at the jury.'' 


Scoville expostulated with him but 


he retorted in the most vicious manner, 
"Shut up and mind your business; I 
know what I'm doing." 


Witness was queitioned in regard to 


various members of her family, and 
stated positively she never saw indica- 
tions of insanity in any ot them. Speak^- 
ing of the prisoner's father, L. W. 
Guiteau, the witness said: "My uncle 
Luther visited me frequently, and I 
loved him -with very tender affection. 
Our whole family were delighted with 
his lovely Christian character, and such 
a thought as that he might be in any 
degree of unsound mind never entered 
my head." 
Witness was subjected to 


nlosc and critical cross-examination. 
She was asked if she entertained any 
prejudice against having hereditary in- 
sanity alleged in this defense, and re- 
plied: "I object to any unfair state- 
ments being made upon that subject. 
Perhaps for the sake of my children I 
might dislike to have it set up. For 
myself facts can make no difference." 
Her evidence in chief remained unshak- 
en, and her testimony produced a 
marked sensation. 


At the conclusion of Mrs. Wilson's 


testimony, John W. Guiteau arose from 
bis seat next the prisoner, and asked 
the court to rule out the question and 
answer relative to the witness' father 
having died of softening of the brain. 
"I cannot see, your honor," continued 
Guiteau, "the occasion for dragging in 
people who have no blood connection 
with the prisoner." 


Judge Cox—I think the matter ir- 


relevant. 


The prisoner—Mrs. Wilson seems to 


be a very bright lady, but she is op- 
posed to having it appear that there is 
any insanity in the family. That's the 
matter with her testimony. 


Mr. Scoville here arose, trembling 


with excitement, and protested against 
the meddling of John W. Guiteau in 
this case. '-He is opposed to showing 
insanity in the family," said Sooville, 
and his voice was drowned by the pris- 
oner, who struck his hand violently on 
the table, and shouted: "So do I. 
He 


had better get back to Boston. He has 
got no business here. Just because he 
happens to bear the same name, he will 
get a little notoriety out of this case. 
I haven't known anything about the 
man for years. That's all there is 
about him, and I want him to get right 
out of this case."

indictment; that letter was received by 
me in October last, and was not pre- 
served, I do not recollect its contents 
particularly, except that it contained 
some claim of his having rendered some 
important services to the Republican 
party during the Presidential campaign, 
and an appeal for the postponement of 
his trial to give him time to prepare for 
defense. 


The next witness was Rev. R. A.

As soon as he 
was sworn the prisoner remarked: "I 
Know Dr. McArthur very well; he is a 
fine fellow, very high tohed in every 
way; I owe him $95.
